What is described. as«the ear- 
liest known Copy of the Gospel 
according to St 


Luke Was re- 
ported at the annual meeting of 
the Society of Biblical Litera- 


ture, held at the Concordia Theo- 
logical Seminary in St. Louis 

- This ancient Greek papyrus 
manuscript was acquired by. the 
Swiss bibliophile, Martin Bodmer 
of Geneva (where or how ‘has 
not been divulged as yet). [t-is 
said to contain 27 leaves and 
several smal] fragments, most of 
the Gospel of St Luke, and at its 
close ‘several chapters of the 
Gospel of St. John. :

Written in Egypt, probably 
about A.D, 200, it antedates the 
famous Chester Beatty Papyrus 
of the Gospels by at least a gen- 
eration, aceording to Dr. Metz- 
ger, and antedates the earliest 
known parchment manuscripts 
of the New Testament by a-cen- 
tury and a half. 


Commenting on the nature of 
the Greek text in the papyrus, 


Dr. Metzger explained that it. 


agrees most frequently with the 
famous Codex Vaticanus of the 
fourth century, which is often re- 
garded as one of the most im- 
portant copies of the New Testa- 
ment in the original Greek. 


Like that manuscript, as well 


as other early copies, the Bodmer © 


Papyrus lacks severaP verses at 
the end of Luke, notably Chap- 
ter 22, verses 43-44, regarding the 
angel sent to strengthen Jesus 
in the. Garden of Gethsemane 
and his bloody sweat, and Chap- 
ter 23, verse 34, Jesus’ prayer of 
forgivness from the cross, 

Dr. Metzger discussed the sig- 
nificance of severa) agreements 
of the Bodmer manuscript with 
the Sahidic version, one of the 
early Coptic translations of the 
Bible used in Egypt, writes Win- 
throp A. Tryon In the Christian 
Science ,Monitor, 


The most noteworthy agree- 


ment concerns Jesus’ parable of 
the yich man and Lazarus. The 
Bodmer codex is the only known 
Greek ‘copy of St. Luke which, 
like the Sahidic version, assigns 
a name to the otherwise anony- 
mous rich man, In Chapter 16, 
verse 14, he is called “Neve,” 


which, according to Dr. Metzger, . 


was intended bythe scribe to be 
read as “Nineveh,” the name of 
a rich and dissolute city in an- 
cient times. 

The importance of the manu- 
script, the lecturer declared, goes 
far beyond the new: textual evi- 
dence which it presents evidence 
is now available that, contrary 
to current views, the Church in 
Egypt during the second century 
had made unsupected progre 
among scholarly circles.

No sanitary precaution contri- 


butes more to a low bacteria 
count in milk than does keeping 
the milking machine clean. 

Milk residues in the fine 
cracks of the rubberware, espe- 
cially in the teat cup liners, ‘pro- 
mote the growth of billions of 
bacteria. Since rubberware 
cracks as it deteriorates, it is ad- 
visable to replace the liners af- 
ter about ‘750 milkings — that is 
50 milkings of a herd of 15 cows. 
‘It is more economical to have 
two sets of liners in use than 
one. If each set is used one week 
and then rested one week in a 
five per cent lye solution, it 
wjll last half as long again as 
a set in constant use.

There are: several pointers to 
keeping the milker clean: 

— Just before use, suck a pail- 
ful of recommended sanitizing 
(germ-killer) solution thrvugh 
each unit; use this solution to 
treat cans, strainers, ete. and 
then wash the cows’ udders; 

— Right after milking, suck a 


pailful of - clean, cold waver 
through each unit; 
— Brush'the liners in a hot 


solution of reliable dairy clean- 
ery and then fill them with lve 
solution (two teaspoonfuls per 
gallon of soft water); 

— Brush the pail- and puil- 
head in hot cleaning solution, 
rinse them in clean water and 
invert them on a metal rack to 
drain and dry.

A Tree That Grows 
Downward! 


On our last day in this region 
we drove around the Brand 
Berg, and in the Namib Desert 
on the south side. of the moun- 
tain we encountered a botanical 
phenomenon which would cor- 
respond in zoology to meeting a 
surviving example of those pre- 
historic giant lizards, the Dino- 


’ saurs, It was the plant called 
“Weltwitschia Mirabilis, one of 


the strangest in the whole world, 
which gives the impression of a 
tree that has gone underground, 
It‘ grows downwards! Its root, 
which looks like the trunk of a 
tree, can penetrate as deep as 
twenty metres into the ground, 
and it appears to draw its nour- 
ishment from water channels 
deep under the desert. By going 
underground, moreover, it pro- 
tects itself from sandstorms and 
the intense heat. 


It is without doubt the longest- 
lived plant in the world. The sub- 
terranean tree trunk can grow 
up to a metre in diameter, and 
the plant sometimes goes as long 
as twenty years between each 
flowering. It is considered to be 
the last stage of development of 
a primitive plant’ which, for 
some reason or other, happens to 
have survived in this part of the 


_ world and nowhere else. 


The part of the plant which 
grows above ground has a grotes- 
que look. It has two permanent 
leaves, two to.three metres long 


when full grown. It never gets. 
new leaves, but its original ones, 


break up into strips as time goes 
on, long tentacles of parched 
bark which give the shint its 
popular name of “desert 6ctopus.” 

The plant appears to draw. 
some moisture from the mists 


which sometimes drift across the 


desert from the Atlantic, hun- 
dreds of kilometres away, for it 
is never found further inland 
than the range of this coastal 
mist. Weltwitschia is called after 


an Austrian botanist who dis-~ 


covered ‘it less ‘than a hundred 
years ago. it was then hailed as 
the greatest botanical find of the 
century, and has been totally 


protected ever since;.the punish- . 


ment for destroying it being a 
fine of £500 or,two years impri- 
sonment. It is found nowhere in 
the whole world except in the 
Namib Desert and in an area fur- 
thet north in the partially ex-

Most of the world's’ problems 
stem from failure in the homé, 
Talk with those in reform schools 
and prisons and you will find 
that in most cases, their home 
life was far from ideal. Ask the 
school principal about the prob- 
lem children inthe school. In 
most instances the child’s misbe- 
haviour, indicates,a disturbance 
in his emotional pattern related 
to some disquietude at home. We 
say, ‘in most, instances’, for thete 
are occasions when the perverted 
ways of the individual persist in 
spite of a good home. 

This commandment,. like all 
others, is taught best by example, 
Precepts are not enough. Par- 
ents who do not honor their aged

Some Stars Move 
In Families 


A glance at the sky, or better, 
at a photograph of a fragment of 
the sky, suggests that, in the 
main, the stars are scattered at 
random over the sky, except for 
the concentration of faint stars 
in and towards the: Milky Way. 
.,. Any small bit of sky does 
not look very different from 
what it would if bright and faint 


hazard out of a celestial pepper- 
pot. 


Yet this is not quite the whole 
story. Here and there groups of 
conspicuous stars are to be seen, 
which can hardly have eome to- 
gether purely by accident. Ori- 
on’s Belt, the Pleiades, Berenice’s 
hair, even the Great Bear itself 


point of fact are not. it is the 
existence of these natural’ groups 
of stars ‘that lies at the root of, 
and justifies, the division of the 
constellations, ... 

The members of any group, 
such as the Pleiades, not only 
show the same physical proper- 
ties, but also have identical mo- 
tions through space; they are 
journeying perpetually through 
the sky in one another's society. 
As the stars of such a group are 
both physically similar, and trav- 
el in company, they might ap- 
propriately be described as a 
family of stars.... 

Let us first turn out attention 
to families consisting of only two 
members. Even if the stars had 
been sprinkled on to the sky at 
random out of a pepperpot, the 
laws of chance would require 
that in a certain number of cases 
pairs of stars should appear very 
close together. And a study of a 
photograph of any _ star-field 
shows that a large nurhber of 
such close pairs actually exist. 


. The number is, however, greater 


than can be explained by the. 


laws of chance alone. The appa-~ 
rent closeness of some pairs may ~ 


be attributed to chance, but a 
physical cause is needed to ac- 
count for the remainder. 


We can unravel the mystery by

Some.of the stars which. original- 
ly appeared as close pairs’ will be- 
found to move steadily apart. - 
These are the pairs of stars 
which, although they appeared 
close together in the sky, were 
not, so in space; one star merely

not to break up with the passage -

nents change their relative posi+ ; | 


tions, they. never become comple- 
tely separated. Each star is found 
to be describing an. orbit about 
the other, just as the eartly does

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Heroes Who. Died 
In Southern Snows 


As the Britjsh explorer strug- 
gled up ithe’ long icy slope. to-. 
wards his: goal,.he could not 
know that he had failed already. 
He and his party aimed to be 
the first men at the South Pole. 
But a Norwegian was planting 
‘his country’s*flag there at that 
moment. — 


Captain Robert Scott had lost 
the grim race across the bleak- 
ness of Antarctica when, on De- 
cember .14th, 1911, Amundsen 
reached the South Pole. He was 
more than a month in front of 
his British rival. 


That was fifty years ago last 
month. And: explorers’ societies 
everywhere are remembering the 
valiant loser, as well.as Amund- 
sen himself. 

Amundsen should really have 
been at the opposite end of the 


‘world -— the North Pole. It was 


for an expedition there that he 
had raised funds. 

But when he heard that the 
North Pole had been reached by 
Peary, he secretly changed his 
plans and sailed to the Antarctic. 

ere he waited through a win- 
ig for the race to be first to the 

outh Pole.’ . ‘ 

Only by accident did Captain 
Scott, also waiting to attack the 


Pole, learn that he had a com-— 


petitor. His ship, Terra Nova, 
met Amundsen’s by chance in 
the Bay of Whales. 
_ Captain Scott learned that Am- 
undsen was starting sixty miles 
‘nearer the Pole, and Would. be 
able to start earlier because he 
was using ponies. These were 
two important advantages. But 
‘Scott refused to reconsider his 
plans. 

“The proper course,” he wrote, 


had not happened and do our 
best for the honour of the country 
without fear or panic.” .

that they had to reduce their 


food ration. Reaching the-glacier — 


and mountains after six weeks on 
the completely featureless pla-

But then their real troubles 


‘ began. Petty Officer Evans, the 


biggest and strongest of the par- 
ty, was hardest hit by frostbite, 
and he could hardly pull on the 
sledge ropes, writes J. M.

Two hours later his compan- 
ions resumed their march. They 


‘ came off the glacier, and now 


had 424 miles to go. But one mis- 
fortune after anether hit them. 
The temperature dropped away 
to forty below zero. 

The wind which should have 


‘been at their backs had veered 


into their faces. Every step be- 
came a struggle. Seven miles in 
a day was an effort. 

They were nearly out of fuel, 
but had placed a dump. of a few 
cans which they found again. 


though, they found them neariy 
empty. The spirit had either 


Oates was severely frostbitten, 


his companions. Dr. Wilson, him- 
self severely frostbitten, dressed 
Oates’s terrible injuries. 

It. was obvious that Oates 

would not be able to reach even 
One Ton Depot, 130 miles. from 
the base which was now the 
party’s utmost hope. There they 
had placed a stock of food and 
fuel.and medical supplies. 
“ Every pace ‘a struggle, they 
fought on-for another six days. 
Oates said he could move no far- 
ther and begged them to leave 
him in his sleéping bag. 

Scott refused, and that day 
they made a few more miles. 

When night fell, Oates went to 
sleep hoping he would never 
wake. But he did — to find & 
blizzard blowing. 

Scott wrote what happened 
next in words that have become 
immortal. “Oates said: ‘J am 
going outside and may be some 
time.’ He went out into the bliz- 
zard and we have not seen him 
since. 

“We knew that poor Oates was 
walking to his death; but though 
we tried to dissuade him, we 
knew it was the act of a brave 
man and an English gentleman. 
We all hope to meet the end with 
a similar spirit — and assuredly 
the end is not far.” 

They resumed the march for 
two or three days, with Scott's 
foot now frostbitten and his two 
companions weakening. They 
pitched. camp one night only 
eleven miles from the haven of 
One Ton Depot. Perhaps next 
day they would reach it. 

But during a night a blizzard 


sprang up. For ten days, perhaps 


longer, they lay without fue} afid 
only scraps of food, hoping each 


day the blizzard would lift sat 
least to give them: a chance if 
covering those eleven miles Bu 
it did not abate 

When, months® later, the tent 
was found, it seemed Scott had 
been the last to die. His arm was 
across the body of Dr. Wiison, 
as if to comfort him 

Towards the end, Scott wrote 
“; do not regret the journey, 
which has shown that English- 


men can endure hardships, help 
one another and meet death with 
as great fortitude as ever in the 
past.”

“Judge” Roy Bean, the self-ap- 
pointed administrator of law and 
order who ruled a large area of 
wild and woolly Téxas with a 


hard heart and a nimble six-gun. - 


In the days when Wyatt Earp, 


Bat Masterson and other rugged ° 


Western marshals were dealing 
out their own versions of*justice, 
Bean was leading an adventurous 
life that took him from state to 
state. ‘ es 


In California he joined the gold 
rush and got into a duel with an 
army officer, They stood back 
to back, then walked forward 
twenty paces to await the ‘com- 
mand to fire. But Bean turned 
immediately and shot his rival 
through the heart. j 


For this treacherous move Roy 
was arrested and charged with 
murder, He was hanged, but his 
friends cut him down, found he 
was still alive and carried him 
off. , 


During the Civil .War. he. be- 
came a blockade sunner for the 
Confederacy, and afterwards a 
wagon-train boss in Texas. Then 


ern Pacific Railway and~Bea 
changed to a saloon-keeper. He 
fitted out a tent containing a 


gangs as the tracks were laid. 


When they reached the deso- 
late point where the Pecos River 
empties itself. into the 
Grande, a permanent camp was 
set up. x en 

Bean decided to stay there. He 
built himself a 20 ft. by 14 ft. 
shack and set up his saloon. It 
was the only drinking place for 
miles around and he did a bois- 
terous business with ali those 
who tore a hazardous living from 
that wild and remote part of 
Texas. 

White - bearded Bean — found 
that dispensing alcohol gave him 
considerable “power in settling 
disputes among his bibulous cus- 


He got hold of a copy of the 
Statutes of Texas and extended 
his authority by setting himself 
up as Justice of the Peace. That 
was in 1882 and ‘he remained 
“Judge” Bean for twenty-one 
years. 

When he held “court” the bar 
of his saloon became the bench. 
There was a’ rough dock and a 
witness box. The jury, composed 
entirely of Bean's regular cus- 
tomers, sat in a group within 
easy reach of their glasses. 

The .only adornments on the 
bench, once it has been cleared 
of bottles were the “judge's” law 
book and his six-gun. ey 

Roy administered the law on 
a profit-making basis. One day 
a déad man was. found lying in 


the street. They took him into 
the court-house and. en search- 
ing the-body, the “Judge” found 
ferty dollars and a gun, “] fine 
the deceased forty dollars for 
unlawfully carrying. a gun oe 
announced. “Take him out and 
‘bury him.” he ordered the bar 
lay-abouts as. hi pocketed the 
money. 

One 6f his best. customers 
brained a Chinese to whony he

When he came be- 
fore the “judge,” Bean thumbed 
through his law book and decid- 
ed:: “There ain't a single line in 
here that makes it illegal to kill 
a Chink. 

“You're acquilted, 
twenty-five bucks 
my time.” 

A straying Mexiean was shot 
by a drunken cowboy. “If the 
dead man had any money I 
would fine him for carelessly ge 
ting in the way of a bullet,” sum- 
med up the “judge.”

Analyzing the town- 
manager system, the Maine col- 
lege’s bureau for research in 
municipal government says: 
“The farcical nature of the town 
meeting is accentuated in the 
towns with over 5,000 popula- 
tion. A sampling of their town- 
meeting attendance for the past 
five years revealed that only one 
attracted as many as 15 per cent 
of the potential voters. The rest

Modern complexities in _ local 
government, of course, ‘have 
forced many a Maine commun- 
ity — even though annual town 
meetings are still convened — to 
switch important decisions to 
either elected officials or ap- 
pointed town managers.

The son of Uncle Winston's 
military “brother, Major “Jack” 
Churchill, thé bald and. breezy 


J\S8. often stayed as a child at

ough family palace, where Uncle 
Winston was born. Here J.S, was 


‘ particularly impressed by a huge 


stuffed: lion; in the great hall, 


which gave vent to a4 roar upon. 


the pulling of a cord atteehed to 
its navel. At Harrow, J.S. was 
chiefly notable as an acrobat, and 
at Oxford he belonged to a dash- 
ing club which made a specialty 


‘ of luxurious railway joy rides. 
‘He enlivened his early social life 


with a terrifying practical joke: 
His acrobatic skill allowed him 
to’ plunge suddenly over high 
halustrades (hanging on, how- 
ever, while the air «till echoed 
with ‘shrieks). In trailing his first 
love through Europe, he develop- 
ed the use of a false mustache 
as a disguise, against her chap- 
eron, and in a later amour he 
found similar value in a faise 
beard. - ‘ . 

From his youth, J.S. was musi- 
cal and arti§tic, and he became 
a mural painter with, confessed- 
ly, no personal style but much 
facility in adapting classic and 
traditional manners. .He has had 
four wives, all beauties in their 
photographs, and each represent- 
ing a marke@ly different experi- 
ence (one, fer instance, left him 
for a French count, and another 
stirred many religious issues). 
He writes about them 41] pun- 
gently and sympathetically. 


It.seems somehow characteris- 
tie of J.S.’s whole bizarre career 
that when he left Spain during 
the Civil War, the boat bore evi- 
dence of the 
white-slave traffic, in the form’ 
of a cage for the girls. Further, 


when he applied for the British . 


camouflage service during World 
War u, the first three officers he 
encountered were all deaf. Ulti- 
mately, he made himself under- 


vivid frontline service during the 
fall of France. He made two 
drawings of the Dunkirk evacua- 
tion—“probably the only authen- 
tic ones” by an artist who was 
on the scene. 


Uncle Winston was obviously 
proud of him. J.S, states frankly 
that the Churchill-in-chief has 
always regarded him and his old 
playmate, Uncle Winston's son 
Randolph, as “children.” If J.5. 
deserves the term, he is certainly 
a mischievous youngster who has 
added color and high jinks to @ 
family album.

Los Angelenos, in particular fig- 
ure folks in Florida must. have 
had their fun by now and it’s 
time the Miami Herald let up and 
let the Los Angeles Times re- 
sume its daily reports on Cali- 
fornia’s rising population.

was done about it. As it is, genia 
Corday Counts, meteorologist at 
San Francisco’s Weather Fore- 
casting Center, can only attri- 
bute this disagreeable phenome- 
non to a “high arctic air mass” 
that seems to have gripped “al- 
most the entire North American 
continent” within the past week 
and extended even down across 
Mexico and into Guatemala. 


Transplanted New Englanders 
are now peering out of their up- 
turned coat collars here and look- 
ing hopefully for the customary 
California counterpart to that 
good, old - fashioned relenting 
Down East condition known as 
the January thaw. Here it mani- 
fests itself around the approaches. 
of February at open windows-on 
Market Street and among crowds 
of vhirt-sleeved folk spreading 
lunch on the noonday grass in 
Union Square, in Crown Zeller- 
bach’s plaza, as on the forlorn 
old wharf near the abandoned 
Oakland ferry slip where the 
helicopter taxis land. 


The outlying signs of “win- 


ter's” welcome departure come - 


in to the tunes of croaking frogs 
in a golden blaze of Acacia and 
endless carpets of new green 
grass and yellow mustard weeds 
flung out through the walnut or- 
chards, writes Harlan Trott in 
the Christian Science Monitor. 

Throughout California the 
birds’ migrations revolve around 
a different calendar than, say, 
New Englarid’s. Normally, Jan- 
uary has brought the robins in 
full force. This year they must 
have taken up their seasonal 
work well ahead of schedule. Be- 
cause it was rare when:a subur- 
banite lamented the robins’ mid- 
December raids on his Pyracan- 
tha bushes (the flaming firethorn 
that is the all-winter glory of the 
Pacific West) that another sub- 
urbanite didn’t rejoin: “The same 
here, we won't have a red berry 
left for Christmas either!’ 


These premature ornithological 
depredations were duly reported 
in the provincial press. The sub- 
urban Palo Alto Times ‘topped 
them all the day an excited sub- 
scriber telephoned in to report 
that a flock had just raided -her 
premises and now they were all 
acting strangely, reeling and fall- 
ing down sideways and tripping 
over their own wings and other- 
wise misbehaving themselves like 
denizens of some feathered skid 
row. 

University experts at Stanford 
explained. that it was not alto- 
gether unusual when a migrating 
flock overfed on overripe berries, 
thus turning. some astonished 
suburbanite’s back yard into a 
squawking Bacchanalia of inebri- 
ated robins. The cold snap was 
preceded by high gales so that in 
Walnut Creek the 10-acre pond 
that laps against our suburban 
homesite was visited by a stray 
flock of wild geese of the sleek- 
plumed kind known 4s “white 
fronts.” Evidently the hi gh 
screeching artic air mass was tao 
much for even these. swift sure- 
winged fellows. Their arrival in 
our haven and only 50 feet from 
our breakfast nook bespoke some 
remote lofty turbulence as 
“|. when the tumultuous west 
Roared on this granite coast jor 

days together 

And billows rolled the channel 

under crest 
While all the hurt swans shelter- 
ed from the weather.” 

One by one, and in pairs and 
in flocks, these handsome smooth- 
plumed itinerants have been 
dropping into our ‘silvery little 
California sanctuaries. We are 
enjoying the new wildlife that 
has come in the wake of our 
unusual California “winter.”

But, come to think of it, gener- 
osity is just a form of selfish- 
ness, We like to give partly be- 
cause of the satisfaction we get 
out of seeing the children’s 
pleasure.

The elderly lacy 
had a rented room and was par- 
tially crippled She was abolute-

Still Find Holes In 
West German Wall 


In the five months since Wal- 
ter Ulbricht’s wall sealed off 
East. Berlin, the flood of 4,000 
refugees a day has dwindled to 
a trickle. But the trickle is per- 
sistent, and Ulbricht’s People’s 
Police have been unable to stem 
it. Some East Germans have cut 
the wire; some have climbed it; 
some have jumped over it; still 
more have rammed through it in 
all kinds of vehicles from armor- 
ed cranes to commandeered rail- 
road trains. 


Last month the refugees found 
two new exits. On a ecld wet 
night in Frohnau, a suburb in the 
French “sector, a startled West 
German border guard was con- 
fronted by a grimy East German 
whose teeth chattered as he 
spoke. “I’ve come‘ from over 
there,” said the refugee. “There 
are more. Is the way clear?” 


The West Berlin guard survey- 
ed the barbed wire a few yards 
away. 

“All clear,” he said. 


For the next hour West Ger- 
man police stood by while 27 
more refugees squirmed up from 
the end of a 90-foot tunnel whose 
entrance began in the basement 
of a small cottage a few yards 
away from the barbed wire, in 
the Soviet zone. The tunnel, 
which had been dug in two weeks 
by’ two families working in 
shifts, went down to a depth of 
6 feet and was only 2°feet high. 
The oldest refugee was a semi- 
paralyzed woman of 71; the 
youngest, a child of 8. 


While the East Berliners were 
digging their way to freedom, 
another group of refugees were 
holiday-bound aboard the good 
ship Fritz Heckert, on a cruise of 
East Africa. At Casablanca, ten 
of the ship’s 350 passéngers slip- 
ped away and sought sanctuary 
in the West German Consulate 
Next day, Brigitte Tschirner, 27, 
a draftswoman, and her fiance, 
Hans Busse, 42, a DEFA film di- 
rector, were amomg the fourteen 
more who defected in Rabat. 
“When the bus stopped,” said 
Brigitte, “I said I was going 
across the street to buy oranges. 
Hans moved slowly away, pre- 
tending to take pictures.” Soon 
the Rabat crowds swallowed 
therm up. 

The Fritz Heckert’s captain 
promptly announced that the ship 
would return home. But the rest 
of the passengers protested, and 
the Fritz Heckert duly weighed 
anchor for Tunis. There, three 
more passengers escaped.

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Planning To Beat 
Banknote Forgers 


Gangs special'zing in counter- 
feit money have become such a 
menace throughout Europe that 
secret plans to beat them are be- 
ing put into action. 


Interpol—the Inernational Po- 
lice Organization—has been so 
worried by the situation that it 
asked the Bank of England and 
the British Treasury for advice. 
One of the résults is that coun- 
tries whose. banknotes can be 
fairly easily’ forged will adopt 
more complex designs, especially 
with watermarks. 


Currency experts believe that 
many of the old banknotes should 
be immediately withdrawn from 
use and counterfeit-proof notes 
issued. : ; 

Modern counterfeiters use the 
wery latest printing and photo- 
graphic processes. Some gangs 
rob banks and government offi- 
ees of the official paper used in 
eurrency-making. 

At cleverly-concealed hice-cuts 
the counterfeit specialists print 
mot cnly British, American and 
‘German paper money, but bank- 
notes used by a dozen different 
countries. 

But Interpol; now steadily in- 
¢t2 «int in power and range, ke- 
lievcs it will soon be able to 
amush the counterfeit racket. 

“At its headquarters in Paris, 
Interpol is also working at high 
pressure to unmask the top 
crooks responsible for the recent 
spate of art thefts. Detailed dos- 
siers are being built up which, 
dt is hoped, will put many of 
these racketeers behind bars. 

But Interpol, though supported 
by seventy-six nations and in- 
dependent territories,. does not 
have a single detective on its pay- 
roll. Its staff consists largely. of 
French civil servants. 

Interpol’s power lies in the 
fact that it can call on the police 
forces of its member-nations to 
help in searches or inquiries. 

And in its files in Paris and at 
the Tague, in Holland, the or- 
ganization possesses full details 
of 500,000 international criminals. 

Just as vital to the organiza- 
‘tion's effectiveness is the speed 
with which its staff can transmit 
important information about 
wanted or suspected men. 

Now, within seconds, it is pos- 
sible to transmit copies of a pho- 
tograph by ‘radio to the police 
forces of all the nations subscrib- 
ing to Interpol. 

In this way, a crook flying to 
another country to escape the 
penalty for his crime is often 
met on arrival by police who can 
establish his identity.

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Mail Order Guns 
Under U.S. Scrutiny 


Eerly in December of last year, 
a young boy in Washington, D.C. 
r-eeived a package by Railway 
Express, opened it, and excited- 
ly called a young friend to come 
over to sce his new purchase. 

lt was 2 “mail-order gun.” 

In the process of examining 
it to find out how it worked the 
young visitor was fatally shot. 

The boy who received this gun 
did not have parental ap roval 
for its purchase. They did not 
know he had it. He had no legal 
right, a3 a juvenile, to: possess it 
anyway. 

Incidents such as this have 
touched off a searching congres- 
sional inquiry—still in process—- 
into this multibillion-dollar busi- 
ness of “mail-order guns” which 
hes sprung up within the past 
few years. / : 
Investigators for the Senate 
Subcommittee on Juvenile De- 
linquency, under Sen. Thomas J. 
Dodd (D) of Connecticut, report 
that most of these guns are of 
foreign manufacture. 

They come from Italy or West 
Germany. Many are as small as 
toys. They sell from $6 up, but 
are as deadly as any six-shooter. 

They may be ordered by mail 
with no declaration.as to the age 
of the purchaser. And shipment 


tricter requirements of the post- 
al laws. 

The subcommittee has reason 
to believe many of these guns 
are finding their way into the 
hands of juvenile gangs and into 
the possession of the mentally 
irresponsible. 

The New York police told in- 
vestigators of one company 
charged with converting blank 
guns .into ‘22’s and selling them 
to children. This led, in ene case, 
to a tragedy similar to the one 
in Washington. . 

The Senate subcommittee has 
a veritable arsenal of exhibits, 
from the tiny vestpocket Italian 
import to larger guns, obviously 
rebuilt Army castoffs. 

In fact, it has been found that 
many of the mark;down, bar- 
gain, mail-order guns.. are of 
Army origin, having been sold as 
scrap and reconditioned’ for sale 
by cutting down the barrel and 
putting on a new handle, writes 
Josephine Ripley. in the Christ- 
ian Science Monitor.

In the course of investigation 
they have .various dodges by 
which those who ship these guns 
are avoiding the firearms tax. 


A-committee investigator show- 
ed this correspondent several 
types of revolvers with a phony 
barrel which can be unscrewed 
and a real barrel inserted. In 
some cases the authentic barrel 
comes in the same box; in other 
cases it - may be obtained separ- 
ately. 


Guns with a nonusable bar- 
rel are not taxed as firearms. 
Hence, the shipment of the good 
barre] es a separate part. 


But, as the investigator pointed 
out, the gun could be used even 
without the real barrel ‘simply 
by removing the phony one and 
firing the buliet through the stub 
of the gun. 

The biggest mail-order gun 
business is done in California and 
New York. Both of these states 
have tight laws regulating the 
sale .of firearms within their 
own borders, but since the mail- 
order house deals in interstate 
commerce, it is not hamperéd by 
state restrictions. 

Such business can be started 
on a small capital of a few thous- 
and dollars and run up to a mil- 
lion dollars in a short time. 

Many “shady characters” are 
reported to be engaged in this 
profitable enterprise. One is said 


' to have been a previous’ peddler 


of pornography. 

These guns come to the atten- 
tion of juveniles through adver- 
tisement in sports magazines — 
such as Guns, True,.and Male— 
or the so-called “girlie” type pub- 
lication. : 

United States gun manufactur- 
ers haVe ald Senate investigators 
that it would cost more than $40 
here to produce the Italian gun 
which sells here for around $12 
and which, they estimate, costs 
less than a dollar to manufacture 
there. : 

The subcommittee has ready

It was manufactured as a tear- 
gas gun, but can take a small ae 
shell whieh “will go though’ a 
Los Angeles telephone direc- 
tory!”

Air Patrol 
in California 


On California highways, wocre 
8.1 million motor vehicles rock et 
around and ten persons are kill d 
every 24 hours, it used to be pot 
sible to drive like a bat out of 
Sacramento if the cops didn’t see 
you. Not so much any more, 
Eighteen state highway patrol- 
men have been assigned to an 
air-traffic patrol over the Central 
Valley. “Big Brother is Waich- 
ing You—From the Sky” the 
program is dubbed, and it is 
proving effective. 

Just how effective, a NEWS- 
WEEK.._reporter learned last 
month in a demonstration staged 
by pilot-patrolman James Sim- 
mons, a 6-foot-2 major in the Air 
Force Reserve. 

After a pre-dawn, below freez- 
ing take-off from Sacramento 
Municipal Airport, Simmons 
picked up the concrete ribbon of 
Hwy. 99 that stretched arrow- 
straight through the flatlands be- 
low. Plainly visible were num- 
erals on the highway 5,280 feet 
apart. If a vehicle moved from 
one mile-marker to another in 
60 seconds, Simmons paid him no 
heed. The driver would be 3 
miles an hour under California's 
maximum speed limit of 65 mph, 


As the blazing sun inched up- 
ward over the 2-mile crest of the 
Sierra Nevada, Simmons was at- 
tracted by a black coupé, ite 
windshield completely frosted 
with ice except for a_ small 
“neekhole.” He clocked it. The 
time measured between markers 
was 45 seconds—or 80 miles an 
hour. To keep pace, Simmons 
advanced the throttle to full 
opening position, shallow dived 
to 200 feet. Using his hand mike, 
he called: “Aircraft No. 2, calling 
Unit Six.” 

“Unit Six to Aircraft No. 2. Go 
ahead,” came back the reply. 

“A black coupé with wind- 
shield and rear windows frosted 
is going flat out south near Elk 
Grove. Pick him up end investl- 
gate.” 

“Roger, Aircraft Two, Unit Six 
over, out,” was the reply. 

Simmons pushed his cub to 500 
feet and “hung on the tail” of 
the speeding car.. Ahead of. the 
car was a black-and-white patrol 
car parked on the shoulder of the 
concrete. On its top was a white 
square with a black “6”. As the 
speeding, unsuspecting motorist 
rushed by, the highway patrol 
“dug out” and, within a mile, 
flagged down the car. 

Minutes later, Simmons noted 
a car stopped by the roadside, a 
woman standing alongside. He 
“dragged” the vehicle so low that 
two children could be seen in 
the back seat.. Over his loud- 
speaker came thé words: “This is 
the California Highway Patrol. 
May I assist you?” 

The woman looked up, startled 
by the voice of Big Brother. She 


“Tf you are out of gas, raise 
your right hand,” Simmons or- 
dered. She raised her right hand, 
“J will send assistance. Wait in 
the car.” 

Monitoring his police band, 
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Simmons learhed of an accident 
15 miles south, received the in- 
formation that an ambulance was 
on the wey. He flew full throttle 
to the scene, climbed to 750 feet 
and surveyed the terrain and 
road. Rapidly stalled traffic ‘vas 
jamming the highway and would 
force the ambulance to thread its 
way slowly to the scene. By 
radio, Simmons directed the driv- 
er through . side roads—thus 
bringing aid more quickly to the 
crash victim. 

“That’s the way it goes,” he 
said. “One of the other boys help- 

-ed box in a bank robber last 
week. He just sat up there above 
the getaway car and directed the 
establishment of roadblocks. We 
had him in 35 minutes. 

“1¢ I wasn't flying, I'd be driv- 
ing a patrol car and let me tell 
you, it’s a lot safer up here than 
chasing them on)the ground.”

The White House is reported 
deeply concerned over the cost of 
the farm price support program.

The government has paid out 
some $900,000,000 more in farm 
subsidy payments this year than 
last. In other words, the Free- 
man program to date 
costly than the Benson program. 

Not that Secretary Freeman 
got what he wanted in the way of 
a farm program. Congress did 
not give it 49 bim—with the 


‘exception of 4 new deal on feed 


grains. Most of the farm subsidy

Mushrooms Need 
a “White Thumb” 


One business you won’t find 
on every corner is that of rais- 
ing mushrooms for the whole- 
sale market. It is true that 
Americans have eaten them for 
many generations, but originally 
they ate wild mushrooms gather- 
ed in the fields. Mushroom cul- 
ture started in this country about 
1900. The growth has been slow. 

The ancient Greeks, Egyptians, 
and Romans knew. mushrooms 


‘and regarded them as a delicacy. 


The Romans called them “food 
for the gods.” But it was not un- 
til around 1700 that they were 
produced in any quantity in Eu- 
rope. Louis XIV at this time en- 
couraged their growing. The 
French, since then, have been 
foremost in producing them, us- 
ing caves and quarries around 
Paris in which to cultivate then. 
Most American mushroom 
farmers construct special build- 
ings designed to produce great 
quantities and providing the ex- 
act growing conditions mush- 
rooms demand, R 
-“They are harvested, placed in 
baskets, and trucked to the pack~ 
ing plant. Girls in the plant 
examine them for imperfections; 
separate according to size; box; 
weigh and seal the container. 


shelves of the retail markets. 

The grower of mushrooms 
needs a “white thumb” instead 
of a green one. The mushroom 
does not behave like green plants 
which absorb carbon dioxide and 
release waste oxygen. They in- 
stead “breathe” oxygen and ex- 
hale carbon dioxide. They have 
no chlorophyll. This lack of 
green coloring matter makes 
them white. 

The growing houses are dark. 
The mushroom farmer wears 4 
miner’s lamp.. That is the only 
light the mushroom has. 
Growers scoff at the phrase 
“grew like a mushroom, over- 
night.” Months of preparation 
and cultivation are required be- 
fore pickers can take off the first 
crop.

This gag not only scattered the 
poachers but started a spate of 
juicy rumours about the maroon- 
ed maniac of Neshobe Island, 
which effectively snuffed out all 
picnic plans for years to come,

Who Woukd Be 
A Royal Princess? 


For most unroyal people com- 
ing home from holiday the bills 
are the most serious problem 
they have to meet. 


Princess Margaret, home on 
January 28, from a three-week 
holiday in the West Indies, had 
to face repercussions of public 
criticism on two major counts, 
which point up the intricacies of 
life for a royal Princess who does 
not conform to the accepted royal 
pattern. 


A storm had broken out over 
her husband Lord Snowdon’s ap- 
pointment to a big-circulation 
Sunday newspaper, The Sunday 
Times. Though many sympathize 
with the Princess in her desire 
that her husband ‘should have 
some outlet for the artistic talent 
which made him a successful pro- 
fessional photographer, some 
here feel she should have fore- 
seen the difficulties which his 
acceptance of a newspaper posl- 
tion would make for the Royal 
Family. 

Scarcely had the repercussions 
of this furore blown over than it 
was announced in Parliament the 
royal home which the Ministry 
of Works is renovating for the 
Princess and her husband in a 
wing of Kensington Palace, is to 
cost the British taxpayer $185,000, 
$45,000 more than was originally 
estimated a year ago. 

In addition Queen Elizabeth 
Il peys $60,000 toward the cost 
of repair since the house is one 
of her “grace and favor” resi- 
dences, These are royal proper- 
ties which the soverign gives to 
near relatives, or to those who- 
have rendered personal service 
to the Crown. 

It is unfortunate the public 
has been reminded of the cost of 
restoring the Princess's new 

| ‘home at a time when the Lon- 
| don County Council is under 
pressure to find homes for thous- 
ands of homeless people, and the 
overnment is having the great- 
est difficulty in’ holding ~ down 

a “pay pause” for workers in the 
| interests of the national econr- 
omy. 

“Is this (the increased charge 
for the restoration) the contri- 
bution the minister is making to 
the solution of national economic 
problems?” Labor M.P. William 
Hamilton. asked in Parliament 
when the supplementary esti- 
mate came up for payment. 

Actually, though, there are 
other reasons for refurbishing of 
this house, apart from its use as 
a residence for Princess Margar- 
et, her husband and infant son 
David. No. 1A Kensington Palace 
is a Wren house which has been 
allowed to deteriorate since it 
was twice blasted by Nazi bombs 
in air raids. The reddish-brown, 
20-room stone residence is one 
of the finest examples of Sir 
_Christopher Wren’s domestic ar- 
chitecture, built in co-operation 
with the famous carver Grinling 
Gibbons in 1689, writes Melita 
Knowles in the Christian Science 
Monitor. 

The cost of restoring this home 
comes under a plan by which, 
since 1953, the Ministry of Works 
has renovated many historic 
houses for private owners. Such 
buildings ‘are considered part of 
the national heritage which 
would be lost except for an Ex- 
chequer grant, Some of the re- 
storations have cost the taxpayer 
more than the sum needed for 
the Snowdon repair. Castle How- 
ard, for instance, in Malton, 
Yorkshire, home of George How- 
ard, cost $249,000 to restore. The 
main idea in such renovation is 
that “damage caused by age, 
weather, dry rot and so on may

Babe Ruth's Widow 
Talks Of Old Times 


it was May 6 1935, that 
George Herman (Babe) Ruth, 
then in the uniform of the Bos- 
ton Braves, played his last major 
league baseball game, at Cincin- 
nati, Being an Ohioan, I might 
be tempted to stretch territorial 
jurisprudence a mite and say I 
remember it well, except for the 
fact that I was barely six months 
old at the time. 


However, for any young base- 
ball writer, it’s just as much 
fun and an honest privilege to sit 
in with veteran scribes and base- 
ball notables, as were gathering 
for the 23rd annual mid-winter 
dinner of the Boston chapter of 
the Baseball Writers Association 
of America. 


Two of the head table guests 
first to arrive were Mrs. Babe 
Ruth and Bill McKechnie, who 
was managing this colossus of all 
home run hitters when the Babe 
closed out his celebrated career. 


For Mrs. Ruth, here to present 
award to Roger Maris, this 
was her- first visit to the Hub 
in over 26 years. And she, like 
her husband, who had a farm 
in nearby Sudbury, Mass., had 
come to know Boston “as a sec- 
ond home.” 

“The “Babe was never a city 
man,” Mrs. Ruth divulged at a 
Wednesday press conference. 
“That's why he never spent much 
time in New York City itself, 
when he was playing for the 
Yankees, We would always leave 


spring training started. And, oh!” 
she enthused, “how he loved the 
road trips. We always travelled 
together.” 

Naturally, the questions soon 
got around to home runs and the 
record of 61 which Maris pro- 
duced in 162 games this past sea- 
son, writes Bob Gates in the 
Christian Science Monitor. 


“No,” she replied directly, “I 
didn’t want to see Babe's rec- 
ord taken. It seemed to belong 
to him. And many people, my- 
self included, still feel that it 
hasn’t been broken, that Roger 
has just set another -mark for 
others to shoot for. Who knows,” 
she laughed, “maybe in a year 
or two we'll be playing 170-game 
seasons, or perhaps only 145.” 
The “we” in the above quote is 
no mistake. This petite one-time 
Ziegfeld beauty is still an avid 
baseball fan, heavily partial to 
the Yankees, but armed with a 
pretty good idea of who hit what 
and for whom. 


“How many would Babe hit if 
he were around today? Well...” 
she thought, “that would be pret- 
ty hard to say. But I know he'd 
really have a ball. He'd still 
swing that heavy bat, too, I be- 
lieve. He wanted wood in his 
hands, not those toothpicks (slim 
handled bats) they're using to- 
day.” 

Mrs. Ruth recalled, also, that 
the Babe was often more pleased 
with his early pitching feats than 
his home run records. 

“He was especially proud of 
having once struck out Ty Cobb, 
Sam Crawford, and Bob Veach 
on 10 pitches with the bases 
loaded. And he gained six 1-0 vic-

ter Johnson,” she added, beam 


ing 

“Perhaps his greatest disap- 
pointment,” said Mrs, Ruth of the 
man who stroked an amazing 714 
home runs, “was not being able 
to manage in the major leagues, 
That's something he wanted to 
do very much. 

“The Babe,” she said, “loved 
his baseball. To him it was morte 
fun than work. 

“At home? Well,” replied the 
one who must have known him 
best, “he never worried about

Happily, Mrs. Ruth, and mil- 
lions more, have fonder meffidr- 
ies. And one of the first things 
she wanted to do upon her re- 
turn to Boston was to take a 
stroll down Boylston - Street, 
leisurely, perhaps to recall a few.
